Thaddeus Kosciusko (1746-1817), a Polish patriot, aided the American cause 
during the Revolutionary War. This stamp commemorates the 150th anniversary 
of his admission to American citizenship. His statue, designed by Anton Popiel, was 
unveiled in Lafayette Park, Washington, D. C., on May 11, 1910. It was presented 
by the Polish-American Alliance of this country. ‘The stamp was designed by Victor 
S. McCloskey, Jr., of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. The engravers were 
J. C. Benzing and E. M. Hall. (Excerpt from writer’s illustrated album.) 


If you wish to take a good photograph of the Kosciusko statue, go to Lafayette 
Park in the afternoon. In the morning the sun is in the wrong position.

These commemorat- | 
ives especially were poorly centered | 
and dealers as well as collectors who | 
put them away in full sheets find that 
the percentage of perfectly centered 
specimens is very low. The average 
individual does not realize that it is 
far better to lay aside picked blocks 
and singles rather than stamps in en- 
tire sheets.

Clarks have been in great demand 
and also Yorktowns because of their 
bicolored nature. In order of desira- 
bility I rate the others as follows:

Reflect upon the rise of the White 
Plains Exhibition sheet. ‘This item 
was kicked around from 1926 to 1934 
but after the appearance of a special 
page for this souvenir sheet of 25 
stamps, look what has happened! I 
know, personally, several dealers who 
had quantities running up into thou- 
sands only a year ago, who today re- 
fuse to sell a single sheet at whole- 
sale. The price has advanced not be- 
cause the dealers are forcing it up but 
because of the suddenly directed de- 





mand toward that particular item. 
The same thing is going to happen to 
the other exhibition sheets although 
probably in not quite so marked a de- 
gree because of the larger quantities 
held. The Century of Progress sheets 
offer even a better opportunity than 
the 16c blue airmail. They are still 
available at the agency.

Some idea as to the present popu- 
larity of the Farley imperforates may 
be gained from the fact that a New 
Jersey firm sold 125 sets of sheets of 
the Ic to 10c Parks at $185.00 per set 
and 50 sheets of the 16c airmail at 
$85.00 per sheet within one week af- 
ter their advertisement appeared in 
one of our leading philatelic journals.

The writer was very sorry to see 
the Potato stamps put on sale in 





Washington as it blew up a fine story 
which he had in the state of prepara- 
tion. This story would have shown 
explicitly just how many sets of these 
stamps had been sold in Jacksonville 
and proved several interesting points 
about their desirability and future 
worth. When these stamps have no 
face value and are simply souvenirs of 
the A.A.A., I do not consider it prop- 
er for the government to exploit col- 
lectors by their sale. ‘To those who 
were smart enough to take advantage 
of the opportunity to buy while the 
stamps were available, this step of the 
government works a real hardship. Of 
course the stamps will increase as soon 
as they are withdrawn from sale at 
Washington in July but not to such a 
marked degree as would have been 
the case.

An interesting feature about Gib- 
bons’ 1936 third edition price list is 
the carrying out to a further degree of 
extra percentages that are to be 
charged for stamps in extra fine con- 
dition. Even as the prices fluctuate, 
so have these extra percentages been 
increased in many cases. As pointed 
out in a contemporary journal about 
a month ago, the Zeppelin issue is 
worth more than 5% for extra fine 
condition. The extra charge has now 
been increased to 10% which makes 
Gibbons’ current price for this set ap- 
proximately $37.00. Everything after 
U. S. departments excluding envelopes 
and including revenues and U. S. Pos- 
sessions is “plus 20-25%.” Collectors 
should bear these extra charges in 
mind when expecting perfectly cen- 
tered stamps. Mr. Usticke has also 
carried out this extra charge in pricing 
the stamps of British North America. 

* * & 

A word about envelope stamps. As 
a general rule, I suggest that begin- 
ning U. S. specialists leave this group 
alone. It isn’t because of their unde- 


sirability but more the fact that these 
items are so seldom offered or col- 
lected in a manner acceptable to dis- 
criminating collectors who care to 
make a neat showing in the cut square 
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group. Cut squares should be “tail- 
ored” in such a way as to fit in the 
squares provided for in the National | 
album. The margins should just come 
within the black outline of the space. 
Unused are preferable to cancelled as 
they make a much prettier showing. 
To cut these envelopes absolutely 
straight requires patience and a steady 
hand to say nothing of a good pair of 
sharp scissors. If envelope stamps 
were collected with fastidious care, 
then there would be a greatly in-| 
creased demand. As it is, the demand | 
is very keen and several important 
firms find it profitable to maintain a 
large stock. It is too much to expect | 
the dealer to trim the cut squares to 
fit the collector’s album. The col-| 
lector must do that himself and if he| 
will do so, the appearance of this sec- 
tion of his album will most certainly 
justify the trouble undergone. 





In writing to me the other day, the 
jobber for a certain English firm 
made the statement that the peclable 
hinges being supplied by that firm 
were well known to all collectors. I 
beg to differ with him. From my own 
experience in talking with collectors 
personally in my store and examining 
their collections, I am positive that. 
far less high grade hinges are used 
for fine mint stamps than should be 
the case. Whenever a collector comes 
to me for advice before starting to 
collect mint U. S. I talk hinges to 
him. I am one of those who feel that 
to properly preserve a mint stamp, 
nothing more is necessary than a good 
album provided with glassine inter- | 
leaves and a package of strictly peel- 
able hinges. Because the package says | 
““peelable” is no excuse for a collector

We wonder if the revenue coming 
into the Post Office Department from 
the sale of stamps to collectors, has 
not caused the Treasury Department 
to cast longing eyes upon this decided- 
ly profitable Philatelic Agency. For 
Secretary Morgenthau recently auth- 
orized the Mint to resume the prac- 
tice of issuing proof coins to be sold 
to the public, either singly or in sets. 
These ‘‘proof coins” were previously 
issued as collection pieces and souve- 
nirs but the practice was discontinued 
about 20 vears ago. 

This column is directed toward 
furnishing stamp news from Wash- 
ington to a paper wholly devoted 
to stamps and stamp collectors, but 
we believe that there are enough 
stamp collectors who also collect coins 
to warrant us slipping in this bit of 
news about coins, so we quote the 
balance from the official Treasury re- 
lease. 

“Proof coins are stamped from 
polished disks, with dies carefully 
cleaned to avoid any possible flaws, 
and with the completed coins removed 
by hand to eliminate possible mars.” 

“Proof coins will be issued only at 
the United States Mint at Philadel- 
phia. The charges for these coins, 
in addition to the face value and 
postage of 8c, will be as follows: 


50c piece 25c

“No proofs of silver dollars will 
be made unless a substantial coinage 
is authorized later. 

“Charges collected for the proofing 
of coins will be turned into the 
Treasury as miscellaneous receipts.”

We are informed that a special 
set of stamps is to be issued for “Ser- |: 
vicio de Porte a Costas,” meaning, 
Postal Service for conveying files of 
letters bearing on a law suit. There 
will be nine values overprinted on 
the current issue from 6% centavos 
to 3 These stamps will not 
be used on ordinary mail, nor will 
they be sold to the public. They are 
to be used exclusively for sending}: 
through the mail from the Courts of 
Justice, files of papers, etc., from one 
point to another within the Republic. 
Che Post Office will keep a separate 
record for each file of papers, when- 
ever it is found necessary for any of 
these to be sent by mail, by affixing 
on each individual record the neces- 
sary number of these stamps for pos- 
tage. The envelope containing the 
file of papers will not bear any Pos- 
tage stamps, but merely a_ rubber 
stamp with the words “Porte Pago,” 
meaning Postage Paid. When sen- 
tence on a case is passed the Post 
Office will easily estimate what is due 
on the papers concerned in the case 
by adding up the value of the stamps 
affixed to the respective filed record 
and the amounts involved will be de- 
frayed by the party against whom 
judgement is passed with the costs. 
As these stamps do not do any actual 
postal service, they cannot be classed 
as adhesive postage stamps and should 
come under the head of Revenues.

CAN THE GENERAL COLLECTOR 
Survive a New Issue? 

One of these fine mornings we will 
wake up to find that the powers that 
be have foisted onto us another new 
set of stamps. When I say set I 
mean a whole complete set with the 
probability that there will be more 
stamps in the forthcoming issue than 
there is in the present one. With 
more and more towns getting permits 
to use precancels this form of cancel- 
ling is slowly closing the gap between 
itself and the common ordinary can- 
cellation. That is the situation that 
faces the general collector of precan- 
cels now. 

One by one the big general collec- 
tions have been broken up and many 
of the small ones pass on without any 
one hearing about it. Also many of 
the general collectors have split their 
collections and have turned to special- 
izing in some state or group of states, 
and with the issuance of a new set 
this specialization will be the prac- 
tice no doubt instead of the exception. 
The many small Mimeographed and 
printed sheets on precancel doings of 
certain states or groups of states at- 
test that this is true. 

It has always been said that “the 
general collector is the backbone of 
the hobby.” So it would seem that if 
the above situation is anyways near 
true things are going to pot fast. Per- 
haps I am a little pessimistic about 
the layout as it is now, but the still 
small fact remains that we will, as 
sure as the sun rises in the east when 
you are sober, have a new set of

|stamps, which convinces me that long 
years ago something should have been 
done to perpetuate the general col- 
lector for a longer span of life than 
it seems he will use as a collector of 
everything in precancels now. 

This of course leads up to an- 
other one of my ideas of how a gener- 
al collection could be built, eliminat- 
ing a lot of varieties yet making a 
showing of all worth while items. 
First we will consider the printed 
precancels which to my notion is the 
bulwark of the general collector any- 
way. Make your sets according to 
issue, DISREGARD INVERTS, 
they are only a dealer’s talking point 
anyway, use an invert till you can 
replace it with a normal, in the 1922 
issue horizontal stamps use either an 
up or down to make your set. If you 
never get a normal keep your invert 
but never place a premium on any 
position. Doubles, etc., may be kept. 
Now the handstamps. Here is where 
the howl will be long and lusty, | 
surmise. Keep only one stamp in 
each issue of the handstamps. Dou- 
bles, Inverts, etc., are out unless that 
is the only stamp available in that 
type. Here is the way I would build 
my collection in handstamps starting 
with the 1917 issue. Keep the most 
imposing one you can get in the reg- 
ular set, all the offsets and 1919 ro- 
taries, but only one stamp in the 1917 
dues. Likewise in the 1922 issue 
perf. 11 one stamp, and the 1923 
perf. 10 x 10 one stamp, and the 1927 
issue one stamp also one each for the 
new dues in each perf. will suffice. 
The Bi-Cents, Buro Prints and City 
Type coils can be kept as separate col- 
lections and no change in them. All

handstamp types kept but positions 
should be passed up to discourage 
such practices and keep down the 
number of varieties. 

If I could get ten general collectors 
to pare down their collections on 
something like the above layout | 
would join them and we would draw 
up some rules similar to those men- 
tioned above and form perhaps a nv- 
cleus of a “General Collectors Pre. 
cancel Club” with the ulterior motive 
of making it easier for new collectors 
to become general collectors, and 
those now collecting to stick with 
their pursuit. Do 1 hear any com- 
ments ?

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RELIGION IN THE STAMPS 
CHapTer XVII 
Old World Cathedrals on the Stamps 
By Harry M. Savacool 
(Continued From Last Week) 


The noted Cathedral of Reims was used by France 
on a 3f regular postage stamp in 1930 (No. 256). It 
is one of the world’s best know churches and is visited 
by many tourists each year. First built in the 9th cen- 
tury it burned in 1211 and was rebuilt during the next 
hundred years. Its principal distinction is the thou- 
sands of sculptured figures both within and without. 
Many of them are very grotesque, devils being found 
in every possible position. There is much beautiful 
13th century glass, even after the devastation of the 
World War. Many French kings were crowned here. 
perhaps the best known coronation at Reims was that 
of Charles VII participated in by Joan of Arc. Dur- 
ing the World War the Germans claimed that the 
towers were being used for military observation and 
they shelled the Cathedral with devastating effect. 
John D. Rockefeller paid for the roof during the res- 
toration of the Cathedral after the World War. 

Jugoslavia has placed two of her cathedrals on the 
stamps. In 1929 the Cathedral at Duvno was used on 
one of the set of special postals issued to raise money 
to establish military cemeteries and memorials (No. 
817). This is not an old building, being built to com- 
memorate the 1000th anniversary of the establishment 
of the Crotian Kingdom by King Tomislav. For some 
unknown reason Zagreb Cathedral was used on one 
value of the set of special postals issued in 1932 for the 
European Rowing Championship (No. 830). This 
Cathedral has a history going back to 1217 when it 
was dedicated. It was destroyed by the Tartars in 
1241 but rebuilding was begun immediately. This re- 
building took over four hundred years. Consequently 
many changes in architectural style show in its various 
portions. In the 18th century a foolish attempt to “re- 
Gothicise” the building resulted in the destruction of 
some of its best features. Its three tall spires, one of 
entirely different architectual style than the other two, 
show plainly on the stamps. 

St. Peter’s Cathedral, noted as the Cathedral of the 
Pope, is shown on the 60c value of the Italian Holy 
Year issue of 1924 (No. 623). This large stamp shows 
the front and the dome of the Cathedral to good ad- 
vantage. The outside is not more impressive than 
many other cathedrals but the interior is distinctive 
for its size and richness. The whole is so perfectly pro- 
portioned that its vastness is only gradually grasped by 
comparison. Its immense nave will hold 80,000 peo- 


ple. The high altar under the dome, just back of the 
Tomb of St. Peter, is accounted so sacred that mass 
may be said there only by the Pope himself. Among 
the many noted statues is a life-size bronze of St. Peter 
dating from the fifth century. Prominent is the Chair 
of St. Peter which is used as the Pope’s Throne. 

Of special interest at this time is the Abyssinian 
Church of St. George. It is the National Cathedral. 
The Abyssinian government used it on stamps in 1919, 
1925-26, 1926, and 1927 (No. 126, 145, 149, 152), 
The Church of Abyssinia is one of the most ancient 
of all Christian Churches. The head of the Abyssinian 
Church is a Coptic Priest who is sent by the Coptic 
Metropolitan of Alexandria. The Abyssinians them- 
selves have nothing to say about his selection. In this 
peculiar, octagonal, Cathedral the Emperors of Abys- 
sinia are crowned and all national religious ceremonies 
are held. A very good picture of the Cathedral is used 
on these stamps. 

Many of the smaller countries of Europe have 
shown their cathedrals on the stamps. As interesting as 
any is Abo Cathedral of Finland. It was used on the 
11%4m value of the 1929 issue commemorating the 
seventh centenary of the founding of Abo (No. 173), 
It was consecrated as a Roman Catholic Cathedral in 
1300 but is now the seat of the Archbishop of the Na- 
tional Church of Finland which is an episcopally gov- 
erned church of Lutheran doctrine. 

Among other minor cathedrals on the stamps we 
find Central Lithuania using their Cathedral of St. 
Nicholas (No. 35, 45, 307, 314) and St. Stanislaus 
Cathedral (No. 305, 312). Practically all of the 
earlier stamps of Czechoslovakia bear a picture of the 
Hradcany at Prague in which the spires of St. Vitus 
Cathedral show plainly. Brno Cathedral in all of its 
majestic beauty is on two Czechoslovakian stamps 
(No. 150, 156). Denmark has given Roskilde Cathe- 
dral place on two stamps (No. 143, 147). Little 
Cyprus used St. ‘Nicholas Cathedral on a 45pi value 
of 1928, (No. 122) and pictured the interior of St. 
Sophia, which the Turks used as a mosque during their 
occupation, on a 414pi of 1934 (No. 131). As noted 
in a previous chapter Portugal used Lisbon Cathedral 
and Santa Cruz Cathedral as a part of their 1931 


issue for St. Anthony (No. 530, 532). The now non- 
existent league of Nations state of Saar was liberal in 
the use of religious edifices on her stamps. St. Lud- 
wig’s Cathedral was placed on stamps in 1921 and 
1922 (No. 81, 109). Hungary has placed St. Matthias 
Cathedral on no less than ten stamps, all of the com- 
moner and so cheaper issues. In 1926-27 four values 
carried the picture of the Cathedral, (No. 409-412). 
Again in 1928-30 the same design was used on differ- 
ently watermarked paper for three varieties, (No. 431- 
434). In 1930 the same designs were again used with 
a surcharge, (No. +52, 455-456).

CUBA—Free Port of Matanzas Commemora- 
tives. This series heralded in our notes of 
Nov. 16, 1935, will appear on May 11th, about 
the time these notes are being read by you. 
Deducting the 20,000 from each value of the 
quantities noted previously, the announced 
quantities remain the same with the exception 
of the 15c. Air Mail Special Delivery, which 
now is stated to be 30,000 perforated instead 
of 5,000 as previously stated. Also the Gov- 
ernment still intends to issue 20,000 of each 
value imperforate. The stamps will be placed 
on sale for the first 30 days in the city of 
Matanzas, and if after that time there are any 
remaining they will be distributed for sale 
among the rest of the Post Offices all over the 
country. To avoid speculations on this issue, 
the Post Office Department has determined to 
sell the imperforated stamps in quantities of 
no more than 25 sets to each applicant.
